AUDIO-VISUAL BID 


BY LIBRARY 


Records, casettes and art prints could be on the 
borrowing list at Williamstown library next year. 


The new librarian, -Ms Susan Moore, has gained 
Williamstown Council’s promise to consider providing 
money in this year’s budget for an audio-visual collection, 


Audio visual material 
will be available from the 
branch library. 
when it is opened: later 
this year. 

Ms. Moore, in a report 
to council, said the only 
libraries in Melbourne 
which have not had a drop 
in borrowing figures this 
year are those which now 
offer records, cassette 
tapes prints 
foan. ‘ 
“People are locking to 
more than books for 
their infermation needs 
now and the audio visual 
collections at some li- 
braries are _ fulfilling 
these needs,” she said, 


“Coburg, Moonee Valley 
and Heidelberg libraries 
are experiencing increases 
in lean figures, and their 
only explanation is the es- 
tablishment of audio visual 
collections.” 

Ms. Moore said there 
could be other reasons for 
the drop in loan figures at 
Williamstown. 


and for 


“Tt would appear too, 
that the non-fiction 
collection at Williams- 
town is very poor. 

“The collection is 
largely out of date and 
uninteresting to the gen- 
eral reader, and it is often 
difficult to supply the in- 
formation needs of a 
reader. 

“Williamstown is the 
only library I know 
which isstes more 
fiction than non-fiction 
I feel sure this is a re~ 
flection on the poor non- 
fiction collection. 

“Steps are being taken 
to remedy. this situation 
with current book-selec- 
tion procedures. 

“It is also possible that 
the effects of the severe 
overdue book fine system 
are still being felt.- 

“A number of borrow- 
ers‘ must have_ restricted 
their use of the’library due 
to the prohibitive fine 
system, and many may 
not have realised that it 
has been abolished. 


“This will be brought 
to the attention of the 
community soon,’ Ms. 
Moore said. 

She added that with a 
greater influx of young 
people moving into the 
city, the number of books 
being borrowed is decreas- 
at

ng. : 
“Old people tend to bor-. 
row more books per person 
because they have more 
time to read. With greater 
mumbers of younger users, 
and the number of elderly 
users decreasing, fewer 
books are Joaned out. 
“The children who use 
the library now have ac- 
cess ‘to better school 
libraries than in the past, 
and consequently rely less 
on the public library for

Off-duty policeman 
COULD book him 


‘| thought he wanted bit of fun’ 


Anthony Martin Bacon thought off-duty policemen could not 
“book” him. Learning the truth cost him $350 and two years off 


the road. 


Bacon, 22, trades assistant of Rose Street, Altona, faced 11 charges. 


_ at Williamstown Court last Thursday. 


" They arose out of a 
high speed car chase 
through Newport streets 
on the evening of Febiu- 
ary 10. 


Bacon pleaded guilty to 
charges of assaulting a 
policeman, unlawful  as- 
Sault, using indecent lan- 
guage in public, failing to 
stop at a stop sign, failing 
to Keep left, and exceeding 
60 kma, 


He pleaded not guilty to 
driving dangerously, driv- 
ing carelessly, refusing to 
give his name and address, 
failing to give a diverge 
signal, and speeding 
through an intersection, 

The police later with- 
drew al! other charges 
when Mr. D. Scully, SM, 
found Bacon guilty of dan- 
gerous driving, assaulting 
a policeman, indecent lan- 
guage and failing to give 
his name and address. 

Constable Gregory 
Keyes, a policeman at- 
tached to the County 
Court, told Mr. Scully he 
was off duty and in his 
private car leaving a ser- 
vice station in Mason 
Street, Newport when he 
saw a Torana speed past. 

“I saw the car’s brake 
lights come on and the 
tyres squealed as the To- 
rana veered right and left, 
just missing a Holden 
panel van in front,” he 
said,

“The car’s tyres again 
squealed as it accelera- 
ted down Mason Street. 
1 foilowed it and 
checked the speed at 
100 kmh. 


“J followed it south 
down Melbourne Road and 
into North Road, It failed 
to indicate the left-hand 
turn. He used his left in- 
dicator turning into Brown 
Street, and at the inter- 
section of Tait Street I 
bipped the horn of my car 
at him. 

“T saw him look through 
his rear window, and I 
held my hand out in a stop 
sign, then I began to get 
out to approach the To- 
rana, 

“The driver then drove 
off with a squeal of tyres. 
I. followed him again, 
along Hall Street, where 
he failed to stop at a stop 
sign, back into North 
Road, 

1 pursued him at 110 
kmh, and drew atong- 
side until I could see the 
driver c‘early, I held up 
my police identification. 

“The driver appeared to 
look directly at it and said 
something I couldn’t hear.
